Munich, Apr. 30. 

Nikolai Khokhlov, Soviet 
agent who deserted to the 
West, told Russians in a 
broadcast interview today 
how Lavrenti Beria, execut- 
ed Interior Minister, was 
arrested at pistol point in 
his office last June.

Sleep seems to be absolutely 
essentlal to Hfe. A human being 
can go without food for much 
longer than he can go without 
sleep. Not onc of the scorea of 
enses In which people claim to 
“have had no sleep for years” 
has stood up to examination. 
Folk who any they never sicep 
a wink usually average about 
five hours a night. 

Young men who volunteered 
to go without sleep for as long 
ax possible so that scientists 
could study them developed 
delusions after only 72 hours of 
continuous wakefulness. 

Doctors have quizzed healthy 
young people to find out how 
much time they normally de- 
vote to sleep. They report that 
the figures are cight hours for 
wemen and seven for men, bul 
they stress that sicep requirc- 
ments vary so much from person 
to person that average figures 
have little meaning. 

A few exceptional Individuals 
cun manage with only lve hours’ 


sleep.

Other people feel they must 
have nine or even 10 hours’ 
slecp regularly and they are 
often by no meuns _— sluggards. 
In fact one investigator showed 
that men who have attained 
distinction in Ife appear to 
sleep longer thun the average. 

There may be some connec- 
tion between sicep habits and 
body bulld. Stocky people seem 
to recover from fatigue less 
rapidly than silm people and so 
may need o little more sleep. 

What must be happening to 
the health of the thousands of 
insomniacs who rarely get o full 
quota of sleep? The doctors 
have a reassuring onswer. 

A long and continuous night's 
rest ts Jdeal for general health 
but steady loss of up to three 
hours’ sleep a night seems to 
cause Ittle direct harm to the 
body or mind. 

It Is only the fear that con- 
tlnual loss of sleep must be 
injurious which causes serious 
harm. 

It must not be thought that 
all lest sleep must—or should— 
be made up later. Fortunately 
we do not have to pay our sleep 
debts hour for hour. 

Three hours extra sicep can, 
usually make up for the eight 
hours Jost through missing @ 
previous night's rest.

DOLLARS AND 
POISONED ARROWS. 


When I[t comes to saving 
dollars, overy little helps. Even 
to the extent of cutting down on 
Imports of arrow-polson from 
South America, That ls ane re- 
sult of the discovery by British 
selentista of a drug called Inydo- 
Ussin, which is now belhg used 
by surgeons and anaesthetists in 
pies of the curate that is ex- 

ected from the arrow-poison. 

For some years now thare’s 
been gulte a trade in South 
American  arrow-polson. An 
ounce of this deadly stuff that 
Ja brewed by the natives con~ 
foins cnough curure to Idll five 
hundred men, The drug affects 
tho central nervous of 
the victim and paralyses mus- 
cles such as those that contrul 
breathing. Yet, taken by 
mouth, the drug 9 _ virtually 
harmless, which explains how 
the Indjuns are able to cat 
animals killed with poisoned 
vrrows, 

Used carefully in small 
amounts, curare will relax tho 
muscles of o patient during 
anuesthesia, enabling the sur- 
geon to do his job much more 
effecuvely, particwarly in ubdo- 
minal surgery. 

Laudolissin, tho drug mude 
synthetically in Britain, 1s able 
to do the same thing. To con- 
firm the muscle-rclaxing powers 
of the drug, Volunteers were in- 
jected with ft and tested on a 
Iry-your-strength handegrip ma- 
chine. Laudolissina effect wis 
found to be. almost Identical 
with that of curare. It has now 
been used successfully in many 
operations, 


MORE SLIMMING 
PILLS. 


Latest news about the silm- 
ming craze Uhat is sweeping 
round the world Is a new type 
of silm-pill, Made from a chemi- 
cal relative of ordinary cellu- 
lose, which corresponds to the 
“roughage” tn plants and vegel- 
ables, these pills are already 
being swallowed ot the rate of

Nobody quite knows how the 
pills work, They aren't digest~ 
ed, but sppear to absorb water 
and swell in the stomach; this 
has’ a bulking effect which cll- 
minates the feeling of empti- 
ness so digostrous to the victim 
of a siimming dict. Another 
theory is that the pills deadtn 
the tastebuds by leaving swect 
substancer on the tongue, and 
so dull the appetite,

Red and white traMfle nes 
have been painted in| the Red 
Square to guide the paraders— 
soldiers, sailors and = airmen 
followed by the workers and 
youth organisations, 

Tanks, bren gun carriers and 
lorrylonds of Russian troops 
held o full dress rehearsal last 
week for the traditional parade. 

Similar preparations are being 
made In Pcking, where Com- 
munist China's most colourful 
May Day parade will take place 
in the immense square of the 
Heavenly Gate. 

Delegates from all over the 
Communist bloc will attend In- 
ciuding a group of cycllsts from 
the remote Mongolian People's 
Republic who have arrived in 
the Chinese capital. 

FLAGS EVERYWHERE
